proportion of the profits. 
The wealth 


• of San Francisco is theincrement of the 
;., growth of the interior. That city sits at 


the gate of custom and takes toll of the 


'- products of the foil, the mine and the 


f 
t forest. Development of the resources of 


the interior is -what sends the life blood 


"of 
commercial 
activity through 
the 


veins of San Francisco, and it is there- 
fore the duty as well as the interest 
oJ San Francisco to assist and encour- 
age development of the interior. 
Ev- 


ery new mine opened, every new farm 
placed ur.de.- tilLige. every new orch- 
ard planted, and every new home built 
in the interior acids to the commercial 
greatness of San Francisco and increas- 
es the permanent value of property in 
that city. 


Has San Francisco done its duty by 


the interior in the past? 
"We think 


not. 
San Francisco capital has 
been 


slow to develop California industries. 
It has invested in almost every other 


• avenue in preference to exploiting: the 


resources 
of 
the State. It is much 


easier to sell a California mine in New 


• York or London than in San Francisco. 


3f money is wanted to build a railroad 
or inaugurate any other developing en- 
terprise, it is sought for somewhere 
else than in San Francisco. 
This was 


notably the case when millions of San 
Francisco capital was loaned out 
in 


Chicago at low rates of interest. 


Yet San Francisco is one 
of 
the 


wealthiest cities in the world. It pos- 
sesses an immense amount of ready 
capital. 
Its banks are numerous and 


strong, and a"e overflowing "with de- 
posits. Money in vast amounts can be 
borrowed there at low rates of interest 
on choice city real estate or gilt edge 
securities such as Government, State 
or 
municipal 
bonds, but the purse 


strings are drawn tight when anybody 
-tvants it to use in developing latent re- 
sources. 
The capitalists of the me- 


tropolis of the Pacific Coast, as a rule. 
v,ill neither invest in such enterprises 
nor loan money on them. 
There is a 


risk, and they do not want to take a 
risk. 


It is all very well for San Francisco 


to exhort the interior to organize, co- 
operate and -work for progress and de- 
velopment, but the advice would sound 
better if it vere accompanied by more 
substantial 
assistance. 
More money 


and less talk from the metropolis will 
go farth'-r in building up the interior 
of the State.
